Only a few weeks ago Mrs. L aura Chasscll Toops unburdened h e r ­ 
self at Columbus.

One to 
two inches apart for green onions 
Tnd 3 to 4 inches for m ature onions 
are correct «pacings. Onion plants 
of the Sweet Spanish type should be 
set 4 to 5 inches apart and midway 
between the root and the bud in

Pens planted early on heavy soils 
are covered about ’ ’2 inches. The 
depth increase« with later plantings 
and lighter soils 
From 12 to 14 
plants to a foot of row are desir­ 
able 
Spinach seed Is hardv and should 
be sown early for best results. Sev­ 
eral thinnings are desirable if the 
stand is heavy The thinnings may 
be u.«< d for food. The plants event­ 
ually stiould stand six inches apart. 
If the stalks go to seed early it may 
Ik - due io variety, late .seeding, or a 
thick stand.

“HOPELESSLY TNECOXOAIIC’ 
“You may .say.” he agreed, “that 
I ought to be sent to .some institu­ 
tion for the mentally unbalanced. 
‘ All the same, such a system is 
hoiTclessiy uneconomic. 
“The theory i.s that there is over­ 
production. There i.sn’t. until every­ 
one iias more than he wants of 
everything, and that time hasn’t ar­ 
rived yet—nor ever w ill, in all prob­ 
ability. 
“But assume that a reduction in 
certain outputs does advance prices 
of those commodities. 
Thereupon 
consumer capacity to absorb them 
shrinks. With the shrinkage in de­ 
mand. prices slump again.

WHAT OPPONENTS SAY 
Off-hand it may seem as if B it­ 
ting should be permitted to go the 
lim it—raLsing all the sugar he is 
able to on his cane plantation in 
Florida’s Everglades, and selling it 
as cheaply as possible to American 
consumerdom. 
Nevertheless, opponents of this 
policy do have an argument on 
their side. 
The e.ssence of it Is this; 
Sugar is an “uneconomic" crop in 
the United States, con.sidering the 
countiw’ as a whole. 
We haven't 
the right kind of .soil or climate, 
generally speaking, to grow* enough 
of it to 
go around. 
Not nearly 
enough; only 20 to 30 per cent. 
Now, should that kind of an in ­ 
dustry’ be ALLOWED to exf^ind?

To exaggerate a bit, take ba­ 
nanas: 
We know we can’t raise bananas 
here.

We can, however, produce enough 
sugar to produce some little impres­ 
sion—but not enough to make it 
much of a national industry.

Obviously a change from a seven 
to a six period day will require more 
teachers and more class rooms. 
So* 
before our discussion of this matter. 
I had made as accurate a forecast 
of our 1937-38 situation as possible. 
It seemed at th at time that, if we 
were to have three more 7B groups 
rem ain in the elementary buildings, 
we could operate a six period day 
with our present Lincoln staff. This 
was b a e d upon a probable load of 
241 
regular classes. 
Our election 
cards are now in and we will need 
252 classes. 
This difference is due. 
we believe, to more pupils signing up 
for five subjects instead of four and 
to classes where the enrollment is 
just too large for a smaller num ber 
of classes.

It would also mean that 
every classroom would nc^d to be 
used every period.
